Reasons for Allowance 



5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. For independent claim 13, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination an 
"apparatus for filtering data symbols for a decision based data processing system comprising an 
nth-order median filter operable to calculate the minimum interval between each of the n buffer- 
stored data symbols and a plurality of nominal data symbols wherein the median filter comprises 
a plurality of calculation circuits, a control circuit, a selection circuit for selecting a mean 
minimum interval from the sorted minimum intervals; and a multiplexer operable to deliver the 
buffer-stored data symbol associated with the selected mean minimum interval to the decision 
based data processing system. The admitted prior art and McCarty, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 
6,704,353) disclose an apparatus for filtering data symbols for a decision based data processing 
system but fails to disclose the specific elements of a plurality of calculation circuits, a control 
circuit, a selection circuit for selecting a mean minimum interval from the sorted minimum 
intervals and a multiplexer. Dependent claims 14-22 and 32-36 are allowable because they 
depend on the allowed claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
